The third and most impor— 
tant issue is Representation. 

In the first place, it ig im— 
perative that, competence 
granted, there be in the two 
highest elective positions — 
by virtue of the power in- 
herent therein of the Veto 
and of Perliamentary Proce- 
dure—as wide a representa- 
tion of student interests as 
possible. 

And secondly, I urge the 
appointment as non-vpoting 
members of the Board of 
Directors of. representatives 
from each of the respective 
Dorm governments, of a rép- 
resentative from Panhellenic, 
and of a representative from 
the IFC.

Today none of this is true. 

It is true, however, that the 
ASSSC government has not 
developed with the college, 
the policies of the college lie 
now largely outside student 
influence. 


The historically barren na- 
ture of student government 
is due to several factors, one 
being the impotent institut- 
ional structure of government 
within which student leaders 
have been forced tc labor.
